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REPORT ON THE ADAfllNISTRATtOi^ OF CIVIL JUSTICE IN 
THE PRESIDENCY OF BEMG-^L DURING THE YEAR 1923. 


The fatatements appended to tho 
report have been prepared on the lines 
of the revised tables prescribed by tho 
Grovernment of India, copies of -vvliich 
were iorvvaided to the Coart with tho 
Home Department lei ter Ko. F. 490 — 22 
Judicial, dated the 7th Juno, 1923 
The Provincial stateiaeats hitherto in- 
cluded with the report have been omit- 
ted. with the exception of statement H, 
(levised statement A), i elating to civil 
business disposed of in the High Court 
The information hithoito given in state- 
ment I regai ding appeals decided in the 
High Court has been iucoipoiated in the 
nairative portion of the report (paragraph 
37) owing to the abolition of the state- 
ment. 

2. Judicial staff. — The permanent 
civil junioial staff employed in the Pre- 
sidency during 1923 consisted of 16 
High Court Judges, 21 District Judges, 
10 Additional District Judges, a Chief 
Judge and six Judges of the Presidency 
Small Cause Court, three Proviuoial 
Small Cause Court Judges who exer- 
cised also the powers of a Subordinate 
Judge, 48 Subordinate Judges and 285 
Munsifs. In addition four executive 
officers exercised the iiowers of a Sub- 
ordinate Judge or Small Cause Court 
Judge, and two the poweis of a Mansif. 

The following changes in the person- 
nel of the High Court took place during 
the year : — 

Mr. Arthur Page, x.c., was appointed 
to act as an Additional Judge with effect 
from the 8th January. Mr. A. J, Chotz- 
ner. i.o.s., officiated as a Judge from the 
29th June till the 30th August, m'ce 
Mr, Justice Walmsley. lc.r.. on leave. 

The following temporary appointments 
in the subordinate courts were sanctioned 
during the year ; — 

Temporary Additional District Judges 
were employed, one each at Howrah, 
and the 24-Parganas throughout the 
year, one ai Pabna-Bogra till the -6th 
April, one at the 24-Parganas from the 
29th January till the 18th Pebruary, one 
at Hooghly (Howrah) from the 24th 
April rill the 10th May, one at Bakarganj 
from the 1st March till the 8th October 
and again from the 12th November till 
the end of the year, two at Dacca, viz., 
one from the 5th May till the 8th Octo- 
ber and again from the 12th November 


till the end of the year and the other 
from the 21st November till the 21st De- 
eemher, one at Dinajpur from the 12th 
November till the end of the year. 

Tempo) ary Additional Subordinate 
Judges were employed, one each at 
Bakaiganj, Dacca and Howrah through- 
oiii the yeir, exclusive of the civil court 
vacation, and one at Burdwan from the 
2nd Januai-y nil the 30th June and one 
at the 2l-P.u'ganas from the I2th Nov- 
eiubei till the end of the year. 

Temi unary Additional Munsifs were 
emploj 'd, lliree at Mymensingh (viz., one 
each at Sadar, Iswarganj and Jamalpur) 
thronghonl the year, exclusive of the 
civil ^ court vacation, and one each at 
Dinajpur (Balurghat), Faridpur (Madari- 
pur), Khulna, Mymensingh (Iswarganj), 
Pabna-Bogra (Serajganj), and Rajshahi 
(j-Sowgong), till the civil court vacation. 

Original Jurisdiction. 

i. High Court. 

3. Original suits for disposai.— The 

total numbev of civil suits for disposal 
on tho Original Side of the High Court 
in 1923 was 8,761 against 9,0S5 in the 
previous year. 

Of 3,409 suits instituted dui'ing 1923, 
2,591 were for money or moveable pro- 
perly, 243 wore mortgage suits and 224 
were for immove ible property. 

Tbo value of suits for specific money 
claims was Rs. 7,59,25,142 as compared 
with Rs. 6,33,48,156 in the previous 
year. 

4. Originai suits disposed oL—The 

number of suits decided in 1923 was 
4.270. The number undisposed of at 
the Olid of the year was 4,491. The 
number jiending at the close of_ the year 
was less than the number pending at the 
close of the previous year by 831. There 
were 1,938 suits pending over one year, 
showing a decrease of 782 on the figures 
of the previous year. 

Of the suits decided — 1,492 were dis- 
posed of without trial. 1,846 were disposed 
of without contest, 901 were disposed of 
on contest and 31 were disposed of by 
reference to arbitration. 

Priza casus. — At the conamenoement 
of the year there were pending one case 
against a ship and one olaim against »the, 
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cargo. No action having been taken 
during the year, the position o£ the ship 
and the cargo remained unchanged at 
the close of the year. 

5. Gases under the extraordinary 
jurisdiction. — At the commencement o£ 
the year, four suits were pending in the 
High Court in its extraordinary original 
civil jurisdiction, and one suit was trans- 
ferred to it during the year. Of these, 
three were disposed of during the year 
and two remained pending at its close. 

6 . Probates and Utters Of Adminis- 
tration, etc.— During the year, 439 
petitions for probates and letters of 
administration, and 17.485 interlocutory 
applications (including applications for 
the appointment of guardians under the 
Guardians and Wards Act, 1890, for the 
appointment of guardians ad litem, for the 
appointment of receivers, for injunctions, 
for discovery of documents, for execu- 
tion, for summons to witnesses, for 
special leave to file written statements 
after time) were disposed of. Of the inter- 
locutory applications, 10,464 were dis- 
posed of by the Court or by a Judge in 
chambers and the remainder (7,021) by 
the Registrar and the Master. 

7. Awards under the Indian Arbi- 
tration Act, 1899. — ^The number of 
awards filed and that of applications 
made in execution thereof wore 184 and 
91 respectively. 

8. References to take accounts, 
etc. — The number of references to take 
accounts, to make inquiries as to estates 
to be administered or partitioned, as to 
debts and incumbrances, as to allowances 
to be made for maintenance, enquiries on 
questions of title, enquiries on questions 
affecting minors in proposed terms of 
settlement in suits, etc., and to settle 
conveyances, etc., pending at the com- 
mencement of the year was 210. Fresh 
references were directed by the Court in 
480 cases. Of the total, 375 were dis- 
posed of by the Registrar, the Official 
Referee and Master and their assistants. 

9. Conveyances and sureties.— 
During the year, the Registrar settled 16 
conveyances and inquired into the 
sufficiency of sureties in 104 cases. The 
Registrar further inquired into the suffi- 
ciency of sureties in 192 matters in which 
administration bonds were executed. 

10. Appeals from tho Original Juris- 
diction. — The number of appeals pend- 
ing from the previous year was 84 and 
199 new appeals were preferred to the 
Appellate Side of fcbe Court, Of the 


total number, 40 were dismissed for 
default or otherwise not prosecuted, and 
111 were decided. Of the latter, the 
decrees of the Courts of first instance 
were affirmed in 72, modified in 5 and 
reversed in 33 oases ; one case was 
remanded for retrial. One hundred and 
thirty-two appeals remained undecided 
at the close of the year. 

11 . References from the Calcutta 
Court of Small Causes.— At the com- 
mencement of the year no such reference 
was pending, but one was made to the 
High Court during the year which was 
disposed of. 

12. References under section S1(1) 
of the Indian Income Tax Act of 1918.— 

At the commencement of the year no 
such reference was pending and none 
was made during the year. 

13. Applications for the transfer of 
cases from the Calcutta Court of Small 
Causes. — Sixty-nine oases transferred 
under section 39 of the Presidency 
Small Cause Courts Act, 1882, were 
pending at the commencement of the 
year and 19 cases were transferred on 
applications made under that section 
during the year. Of the 88 cases for 
disposal, 30 were disposed of and 58 
remained pending at the close of the 
year. 

Fifteen cases transferred under 
section 24 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
were pending at the commencement of 
the year, and nine cases were trans- 
ferred under that section during the 
year. Of the 24 cases for disposal, one 
was disposed of, and 23 remained pend- 
ing at the close of the year. 

Twenty-two applications under sec- 
tion 115 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
for the calling up of records Jrom the 
Calcutta Court of Small Causes were 
made to the High Court during the year. 
Of these, nine applications were dis- 
missed, in eight cases the rules issued 
were discharged, in one case the rule 
issued was made absolute, and four 
oases w'ere i-emanded for re- trial. None 
remained pending at the close of the 
year. 

14. Insolvency cases.— The number 
of cases under the old and new Acts 
pending in the Insolvency Court at the 
commencement of the year was 163 and 
1,250 respectively, and the number 
instituted during the year was 255. Of 
the 1,668 cases for disposal, 63 were 
disposed of ,; the adjudication being set 
aside or superseded or the - petition 
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being withdrawn or dismissed in 26 and 
the insolvents obtaining relief in ■47 
eases Two thousand five hundred and 
fourteen aopUoations of a miscellaneous 
character were also disposed of during 
the year. 

15. Duration of sittings-— iV the 

hearing of original suits and applications 
one Judge sat alone for 11 days, two 
Judges sat separately and simultaneous- 
ly for 25 days, three Judges sat 
separately and simultaneously for 56 
days, four Judges sat separately and 
simultaneously for 103 days and five 
Judges sat separately and simultaneous- 
ly for 1 day. The Insolvency Court 
engaged the time of two Judges for 14 
days. Appeals from the Original Side 
occupied a bench of two Judges for 
140 days and a bench of three Judges 
for 1 day. 

16. Appeals to the Privy Council.— 

Four appeals from the Original Side 
were pending from the previous year, 
and seven appeals were admitted during 
the year. Of these, four were disposed 
of by the Privy Council and seven 
remained pending at the close of the 
year. 

17. Receipts and Expenditure.— The

20. Original suits instituted.— The 

number of suits instituted in 1923 was 
581,909, a decrease of 22,497 on the 
figures of the previous year. 

The decrease occurred in money, rent 
and title suits to the extent of 77, 1*8, 
and *2 per cent., respectively. The 
number of money suits instituted was 
194,792 against 211,0'J6 in 1922. 

The total value of suits instituted in 
1923 amounted to Rs. 8,81,71,140 show- 
ing a decrease of Rs. 71,26,122 on the 
total for 1922. The decrease is mainly 
due to the fall in institutions under all 
classes of suits. 

21. Local distribution.— There was a 
decrease in the number of suits insti- 
tuted in all the districts except Midna- 
pur, Khulna, Nnakhali, Chittagong, 
Bakarganj, Bankura and Murshidabad. _ 

The decrease was most marked in 
Dacca, Faridpur, Mymensingh and 
Jessore. In Dacca, Mymensingh and 
Jessore it oocu red chiefly in money suits 
and in Faridpur in rent suits. 

The largest number of suits was insti- 
tuted* in the districts of Mymensingh 
(65,345), where the number of money 
and rent suits (23,023 and 35,046 respec- 
tively), was the heaviest in the province. 
In no other district did the institutions 
exceed 50,000. 

In Dacca, the institution was between 
40,000 and 60,000, and in Tippera, 
Bakargaoj. Midnapur, the 24-Parganas, 
Faridpur and Rangpur between 30,000 
and 40,000. In respect- of rent suits, 
Mymensingh held the first place with 
36,046 institutions, and Bakarganj^ the 
second place with 26,626 institutions.

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Title suits -were moht numerous in 
Midnapur (9793). 

In the districts of Jessore, Dinajpar. 
Nadia, Chittagong, Noakhali, Pabna- 
Bogra and Bajshalii the instifulious wore 
between 20,000 and 30,00'), and in 
Hooghly, Khulna, Murshidabad and 
Bard wan between 15,000 and 20.000. 
Birbhum with 11,808 and Bankura with 
11,203 show the lowest figures. 

22. Nature of suits instituted. — The 
majority of suits instituted was, as usual, 
for small sums, as the following figures

In suits for money or moveables 41 ‘7 
per cent., and in rent suits 73‘H per cent., 
were for sums of less than Els. 50. 

In suits under the rent law, 94 per 
cent, were for realization of arrears of 
rent. Of the suits classified as title 
suits, 32‘9 per cent, were mortgage suits, 
4^‘4 per cent., were for immovoablo 
property and S per cent., were for 
specific relief. 

23. Number of suits disposed of.— 
Excluding transfers, there were 768,417 
suits for disposal before the subordiuale 
courts in 1923. 

The number of suits disposed of was 
579,690, a decrease of 50,380 on the 
figures of 1922. 

Of the total number, 667,157 were dis- 
posed of by Munsifs, 12,081 by Subordi- 
nate Judges, 10,028 by Small Cause 
Court Judges, and 424 by District ami 
Additional Judges. The figures show a 
decrease in all grades of courts, 

24. Results of suits decided,— Of the 

suits disposed of during the year, 95.084 
were decided without, trial, 413.761 
without contest and 70,846 on contest. 

Of the 70,845 suits decided on contest, 
611 were di^osed of on reference to 
arbitration Of the remainder 59,374. or 
84*4 per cent., resulted in favour of the 
plaintiffs, and 10,960 or 36*6 per coni, 
in favour of the defendants. 


26 . Applications for po-trlal.— The 

number of applications for an order to set 
aside an expirte judgment or a judgment 
on default, preferred during the year, 
was 19,664. Of these, 8,745 or 44*4 per 
cent., were successful. 

26. Suits decided by fifiunsifs.— The 

number of suits disposed of by Munsifs 
fell from 603.690 to 557,157, a decrease 
of 46,533. 

The average number of suits disposed 
of by^ eacli Munsif was 2,821 against 
2,454 in 192-'. Disposals under the Small 
Cause Court procedure formed 22*8 per 
cent, of the total. 

The number of contested suits disposed 
of by Munsifs was 66,898 or 12 per cent, 
of the total. The average number of 
contested suits decided by each Munsif 
was 2"8 against 274 in 3 922. The per- 
coufage of contested suits disposed of by 
Munsifs under the ordinary procedure 
was i2'6 and under the Small Cause 
Court procedure 9 9. The figures are : —

The number of suits decided by 
Munsifs under the ordinary procedure 
shows a decrease of 27,428, as compared 
with 1922. 

27. Suits disposed of by Subordinate 
Judges. — The number of original suits 
disposed of by Subordinate Ju Iges was 
12,081, a decrease of 2,524 on the figures 
of the previous year. The decrease was 
iu oases decided both under the ordinary 
and the Small Cause Court procedure, 
and was spread over both contested and 
uncontested suits. The number of suits, 
decided under the ordinary procedure 
was 6,163 and under the Small Cause 
Court jirocedure 5,918 ; of these 26*4 
per cent, and 15*2 per cent, respectively 
wore contested. The percentage of 
suits decided after contest under the 
ordinary procedure shows a alight 
decrease and that of suits decided after 
contest under the Small Cause Court 
procedure, a slight increase, as compared 
with the previous year. 

28. Suits disposed of by Small Cause 
Court Judj^es.— The provincial Small 
Cause Courts dispose^ of 10,028 original 



Huits, of wliicli_ 1,276 were contested, 
or 27 more than in the previous year. 

29. Pending suits. — The number of 
suits pending at the close of rhe year was 
188,757, against 176.300 in the previous 
year. The increase is chiefly due to 
smaller disposals during the j'ear. 

Of the pending suits, 15,334 had been 
ponding for more than a year, 66,906 for 
more than six moulhs and 44,546 for 
more than three months. The figures 


more than three monttis. The figures 
show a decrease in the number of suits 
pending ovei one year, and an increase in 
the numbers pending for more rhau six 
months and three mouths Of the suit'^ 
pending over one year, 11,582 were in the 
courts of Munsifs and 3,752 in the jourts 
of Districts and Subordinate Judges, the 
figures showing a decrease of 1,310 and 
an increase of 454, respectively, as 
compared with 1922. A laige propor- 
tion of these ^uils (60'2 per cent.) were, 
however, pending for final decree. 

The number of suits pending over a 
year was largest in Midnapore (2,320), 
followed by Bakarganj (1,605), the 
24 -Pargana 6 (1,171), Noakhaii (1.160) and 
Hoighly (1,072).

As compared with 
the figures of the previous year, the 
number of yeai-ol I suits sliows a decrease 
in Midnapore and Bakargauj and an 
increase in the 24-Parganaa, Noakhaii 
and Hooglily. In the 24-Parganas the 
congestion was chiefly jn the courts of 
Subordinate Judges, while in the remain" 

.ing districts it occurred principally in 
the Munsifs’ courts. As usual, the 
delays were generally due to adjourn- 
ments granted _ at the request of the 
parties. Additional assistance was given 
where necessary. 

30. fflhceilaneous cases.— Excluding 
transfers, there were 108,578 miscel- 
laneous cases of a judicial nature before 
the courts for disposal, against 113,903 
in the previous year. Of these, 87,190 
were disposed of, 249 were treated as 
suits on their becoming contested, and 
21,139 remained pending at the close of 
the year. Of _ the cases disposed of, 

32,976 were decided without trial, 38.566 
without contest and 15,649 on contest or 
on reference to arbitration. Of the pend- 
ing cases 1,229 were pending over a 
year Bard wan being responsible for the 
largest number (526).

40. R '.suits of appeals to the Privy 

Geuncil. — The results of 51 _ appeals to 
the Privy Council were received during 
the year under review. The decisions 
of the High Court were affirmed in 40 
instances, reversed in 9 and varied in 2. 

lit— Appeilat® Courts subordinate to 
tjhe High Court. 

41. Appeals for disposal. — Exclud- 
itig transfers, the number of appeals for 
disposal before the subordinate courts in 
Bengal in 1923 .was 30.654 against 
34,577 in 1922. 

The number of appeals instituted 
during the year was 15,165 against 
13,830 in the previous year. Of these, 
6,834 were in title suits, 6,394 in rent 
suits, and 1,937 in suits for money or 
moveables. The numbers show an 
increase in appeals in title and rent suits 
but a decrease in money suits. 

The total value of the appeals insti- 
tuted in the subordinate courts was 
Rs. 28,08,963 and was less than that of 
1922 by Rs. 37,121. 

The number of oases in which an 
appeal lay, decided by subordinate 
courts, was 51,611 and the proportion of 
appeals instituted to appealable deci- 
sions, excluding appeals from decisions 
of revenue officers, was 27‘7 per cent., as 
against 26'6 in 1922. The percentage 
was highest in Hooghly (42'8), followed 
by Burdwan ('36‘8), Chittagong (34'5) 
and Tippera (32'9) and it was lowest in 
Rangpur (18), the next in order being 
Dinajpnr (19‘3), Birbhum (20*9) and 
Earidpur (21*3). 

The number of appeals instituted, was 
larger than in the previous year in 16 
and smaller in 5 districts. The increase 
in institutions was noticeable in Nadia 
(426), Jessore (285), Noakhali (165) and 
Midnapur (164) and the decrease in 


Rajshahi (97). In the remaining dis- 
tricts the variations were less. 

42. Appeals disposed of.— The num- 
ber of appeals decided was 14,472 and 
shows a decrease of 4,230 in the number 
decided by District and Additional 
Judges and of 829 in that decided by 
Subordinate Judges as compared with 
the previous year. 

The decrease in disposals was spread 
over 14 districts and was largest in 
Rajshahi (I,8l5), followed by Tippera 
(1,438), Murshidabad (073) and Noakhali 
(615). 

The decrease in each of the districts 
of Rajshahi. Tippera, Murshidabad and 
Noakhali was due partly to a smaller 
staff and partly to the fact that the 
number of regular appeals disposed of 
by the District and Additional Judges 
concerned in 1922 included a large 
number of special appeals. 

On the other hand there was a notice- 
able increase in Jessore (599). 

43. Appeals pending.— The number 
of appeals pending at tbe close of the 
year was 16.182 and was more than that 
of 1922 by 1,136. 

The number of over one year old 
appeals rose from 3,754 to 4,084. Noa- 
khali was accountable for the largest 
number, viz., 813. 

44. Results of appeals.— The results 
on the decisions of the lower courts of 
the appeals decided during the year were 
as follows : — In 7,462 cases) or 5r5 per 
cenr. of the whole, the judgment of the 
lower courts was affirmed ; in 1,897 
cases, or 13'2 per cent, it was modified 
and in 2,381 cases, or 16*5 per cent, it 
was reversed. Seven hundred and thirty- 
two or 6 per cent, were remanded and 
2,000 or 13*8 per cent, were either not 
prosecuted or dismissed for default. The 
results are on the whole more favourable 
to tbe lower courts than in the preceding 
year. 

45. Miscellaneous appeals.— Exclud- 
ing transfers, the number of miscellane- 
ous appeals for disposal before the civil 
appellate courts in 1928 was 4,786. Of 
these, 3,456 were disposed of during the 
year, leaving 1.330 appeals pending at 
the close of the year. The number pend- 
ing was 58 less than in the previous 
year. 

46. Gonepal. — Thep was a decrease in 
the institutions of original suits but au itt- 
crease in those of appeals in the subor- 
dinate oourts. Disposals failed to keep 
pace with institutions, with the result 
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that there was an increase iu the pend- 
ing files of both suits and appeals. The 
number of year old oases was smaller in 
the original, and larger in the appellate, 
courts than in the previous year. On 
the Appellate Side of the High Court, 
there was a small increase in the institu- 
tions but the disposals being in excess 
of the institutions there was a further 
appreciable reduction in the pending file. 

47. inspection. — The courts of three 
Subordinate and Small Cause Court 
Judges and 40 Munsifs were inspected 
by District and Additional District 
Judges. 


48. Receipts and charges of the 
civil courts. — The receipts of the civil 
courts in Bengal and of the High Court 
amounted to Bs. 1,89,60,519 showing an 
inci-ease of Bs. 8,78,6;^6 and the charges 
to Rs. 88,00,020 showing an increase of 
Rs. 17,463, on those of 1922. Including
